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1. The following ia an explanation of the attached sketch nap of the city 
of Chardshow in tho Turkmen Republic, USSR: 


Koe 1 is the Am Darya River. This river is 1,000-1,500 metera wide, but 
informants cannot estimate its depth. It fleods occasionally during 
the winter. In 1945 it was in flood and caused some gmail damage in 
the city. It is navigable throughout the year by boats up to 100 
tonse Some of these boats are passenger boats and others aro freighters 

carrying farm produsts and petrolem for the requirenents of the city. 
Z Informants say that every day they saw 5-10 river boats on the rivers 


No. 2 is the railroad line fron Krasnovodak to Tashkent. 


Roe 3 ia a railroad bridge over the Arm Darya river. ‘This bridge is of 
atecl, with abutments and piers of concrete end steels It is about 
1,100 meters long and is 8-10 meters wide. At cach of tho ontrances 
to the bridge there ia a guard post of the MVD to protest the bridge. 

 G4vilians are furbidden to cress this bridge. \ithin a radius of 
80-100 meters from each of the entrances to the bridge along the banks 
of the river tere are barbed wire fences. 


Ho. 4 is the Chardzhou-Deinau railroad line. In the spring of 1947 work 
was begun on the construction of the new railroad line from Chardshou 
to Kuugrad. Labor forces are supplied by the surrounding kelkhozes . 
and by the prisona of the Turkmen Republic. At present the train has - 
‘a reguier schedule between Chardshou and Deinau. Sixty kiloueters : 
of the line havo been completed. 


No. 6 is a place where there are 4-5 warehouses for imported foodstuffs and 
various machinery for the needs of the sity. f do not kuggy 7A 
details. 


Ho. 6 is a railroad siding to the warehouses (No. 5). 
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Hoe 7 is e@ cotton gin, It ie a three-story building of brick measuring

about 200x100 meters. It employe 800-1,000 men and women. Every day 
100 three~ton trucka filled with raw cotton enter this gin. The 
Botton cones fron the surrounding kolkhoses. Informants cannot ostinate 
the production of this cotton gin. ‘The seed separnted from the cotton 
is sent by rail to Bairam-Ali, where there is a large o11 extracting 
plant. Informants say that the ginned cotten is sent into the 
interior of Russia and also abroad. It is always shipped by railroad 
fron Chardzhou. 


is a railroad siding te the cotton gin (Ho. 7). 


is a silk mill. It is a twoustory brick building measuring about 
100 by 70 meters. It loys about 500 workmen. During the season 
(April to duly) this mill operntes day and night and produces about 
200-300 tons of silk. ' 


ia a factory which produces machine belts from a special fabric. 
It is a two-story brick building measuring about 40 by 30 moterse 


is a textile mill under construction. It was bogun in the winter of 
1947 and is expected to be ready in 1950. about 500 laborers fron 
the surrounding kokhozes and prisons are working on this construction 
project, It is said that this mill will bo the largest of its kind 
in the Turkmen Republic. 


No. 12 is a bakery which supplies bread for the whole sity. The production 


ia ostimated at 35-50 tons daily, 


No. 16 is the city hospital, a four-story building measuring about 100 by

Ho. 14 is e children's hospital, a three-story building measuring about 


80 by 100 meters. 


Ho. 15 is « parage uhich serves the cotton gin (No. 7 above). It isa 
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ono=-story building measuring ebout 200 by 80 meters. About 100 
trucks belonging to the cotton cin aro kept in this garaco. About 
160 men are employed here. 


16 is a sohool for nurses. It offers a two«yoar period of training. 


About 100-150 student muraes from 18 to 20 years of age are enrollede 


17 is a mill for finishing cotton. It is a two-story brick building 


measuring about 60 by 40 meters. . About 300-500 workers are employed 
in ite . ° 


18 is the city jail. It is a throo~story brick building measuring 


about 150 by 80 meterse Up to 2,600 prisonors are held there. 


19 is the city military office for the induotion of draftees. 
20 is the city Air Defense School. About 40-50 persons receive 


training in this school during the afternoon hourse 


21 is the G.REeN- factory, It is a two-story brick building 


about 100 by 60 meters. About 60~70 wonon and 50 men, all Russian 
oitizons, are employod in this factory. All the employccs wear rhite 
clothing, thofr working hours. Informantes atate thet the 
enployees of this factory receive a highor wage than those who work 
in other factories. The hours of work are 9 Oem, to 4 pem. daily ; 
except Sunday. Tho (ND often visits this factory and watches its 
operation. ‘The loadsa of tho many trucks entering and leaving are | 
alwaye covered. No one is pormittod to enter or go near this fastory. 
Informants say that it is not know what this factory producese .

Hoe 23 ig the olty airfield,which is located throe ItLlomstors from the 
oity anil one Iciloneter from the river. Ite surface is covered with 
short crass. Thore are two landing strips, me of wbich is about 
1,000 meters long and 100 meters wide. These landing strips are 
surfaced with gravel. The field 1s looated in @ plain and fs not 
enclosed by any wall or fence. It was in use before the wer. During 
the war it was used by both military and olvilian plancs, but military 
planes xo longer land here. Informant, » 02 & Visit to the ficld at 
the beginning of 1944, observed 10-12 tro-engina passengor planes. 
These planes wero Douglas type and had 24 goatse In enother part of 
the field ware ‘two-engine and four~engine nilitary planes. In a 
third part of the field wore a few small passenger planes. Also on 
the flold wore a ropair shop and a porsonnel barracks.

It is used throughout the year, even in bad wather. 


Bo. £64 is the oity perk containing an outdoor stage and moving picture 
theator used in the sumer. 


No. 25 ig tho army sohool for drivora of arnored tanks. The school sonsists 
of four buildings, one of which is usod for the meas, another as 
olassrooms, a third for the repair of the tanks, and the last as 
barracks for 800-400 troops. The buildings are in an area enclosed — 
by a wall 5-4 meters hich. This area measures about GOO by 1,000 
neters. ‘The course of stuly lasts from one to two yoars. A 
receives the rank of warrant officer or second lieutenant, according 
to his record. 


Mo. 26 is a reorviting office for the indvotion of draftoes fron the ares 
surrounding the city. . 


Mo. 27 is the IVD budiding. 
Hoe 28 is the tuflding of the lB police. 
Noe 28 is the building of the city militia. 


Hoe 30 ig a factory mealing shirts and underwear. During the wor it made 
artioles of clothing for the Army. Now it employe up to 200 workers. 


Noo Sl is an electric power plant. It is a ono~story building of brick 
measuring about SO by 20 metera. It supplies electric power for the 
ontire city. 


Ho. 32 is the technical school for mechanics. About 500 boys, ages 12 to 
16, attend this school, which has a three year coursee They become 
machinists, kthe-oporators, cleotricinns, ete. 


Hoo 35 is the yard for the repair of largo and small riverboats. This yard 
is surrounded by o wall 3-4 metera hifh. iInformants cemot estimate 
the dinensions of the yard. Inside the wall san be seen a brick 
building three stories high. There are also small buildings which 
cannot be seen irom the street. The river boats to be repaired remain 
in the river, and only the parts requiring repair are taken into the 
yard. Tho three-story bullding is looated at a distance of 600-700 
moters from the river. 
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Ne. 34 is the railroed station. It is a one~story brick building measuring 
about 70 by 50 netera. 


No.» 35 is the building of the radio station. 
Noe 36 ia the olty post offloe, 


‘No. 37 ig a fourestory brick building measuring about 60 by 40 meters which 
; houses the olvil administration of she city area. 


Noe 38 ia a threeextory briek building, measuring about 100 by 50 meters, | 
which houses the Regional Comittee of the Commmist Party. 


Now 39 is the city bank. 
No. 40 is the tullding housing the City Comittee of tho Conmmmnist Party. 


Hoe 41 in tho Neft Plaza, an area enclosed by a wall 3-4 meters hifhe The 
dimensions of this area are about 500 by 300 meters. fore thore are 
10-15 steol tanks, both large and small, fillod with petroleum, 
gasoline, residual oil, and lutricating 011 for the neods of the city. 
There is also a building containing storage tanks which aro, filled 
by pipes lcading from the steel tanks outside. Tho largest of the 
steel tanks is 12-15 moters high with a diameter of 8-10 motors and 
a capacity of about 100 tons. The snallest is 8 meters hich with a 
dianeter of about 5 meters. 


No. @2 is a warehouso for chemical products used by the farmora. It is a 
one-story building of wood measuring about 100 by 25 meters. A 
railroad siding runs te this warohousc. 


No. 43 ig a luuber pile in a wooden shed neasuring about 70 by 20 neters. 


Noe 44 is a railroad repair yard for locomotives and cars. there are three 
repair shops employing about 100 sicilled workmen and also students 
from the technical school. A railroad siding leads into this yard. 


No. 45 is Leningradalaya Street, which is about 20 meters wide and paved with 
atone. To the east it leads to Tashkent over a dirt road. | 


No. 46 is Ava Taistova Street, about 15-20 meters wide and unpaved. 
Hoe 47 is tariskaya Stroet, which is similar to No. 46. 
No. 48 is Doktorskaya Street, which is like Nos. 46 and 47. 


Noe 49 is an unpaved street, viosc ES The 5) 
railroed track runs down the aiddle of thia street, dividing it into 
tao paris.
